Most details 
cf UTILETT’a talks with the heed of XUBARK, ASCHAM, in March 1957, 
relative to coordlnsticn end mutual assistance axe Known to the Soviet 
Cl. The course of these discussions and their results are hnotai, for 
the oost part, and various pertinent documents are in the possession 
of Soviet Cl. The agent vho procured the documents, and possibly also 
the lnfcsssotlcn pertaining to the 17TXLIT7-A3CHAM talks is a polish agent, 
i.e. rid by the Polish service. 

M 2. In April 1958* 0 Soviet Cl official claimed that the present 
ti a a there are too ftev tested agents penetrating UPSWING* This is the 
result of an operation which took place in 1953-55 in which about ICO 
penetration agents were withdrawn from UPSWING in order to embarrass 
UTILITY himself end, after his (hoped for) removal in order to place 
their cun agent In his place as bead of UPSWING. This did not work. 

As is known, the Soviet IS at that time bed two agents in the leadership 
of UPSWING one of vh m was foreseen as the successor to UTILITY'. After 
this plan did not work, one of these agents was withdrawn; furthermore, 
100 agent 8 were blown ( dckcnapirlert ) .
